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PREFACK 




|T seems dne to those for whom this volume is 
intended, to offer some explanation of its design. 
The Apostle Paul has said with great emphasis, 
" I will sing with the spirit, and I will sing with the un- 
derstanding also " (1 Cor. xiv. 1 5). He is discoursing of 
miraculous gifts, but his resolution belongs to all true 
worship. In praising God, every fia^culty of the mind — 
affections, will, understanding — ought to be in fullest 
exercise. The Psalmist, in like manner, with character- 
istic ardour and urgency has said, ** Sing praises to God, 
sing praises: sing praises unto our King, sing piuisea 
For God is the King of all the earth : sing ye praises 
with understanding" (Ps. xlvii. 6, 7). He would not be 
satisfied with an empty form of praise, and would enlist 
the great controlling power of the mind in that service 
to which his own life was so signally devoted. 

There is reason to fear, however, that the spirit of 
such words is too often overlooked or forgotten among 
us. Much attention is given in om* day, and very 
properly, to the culture of music, and psalmody receives 
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a considerable share of it; but to inform the under- 
standing, and train it to do as Paul resolved and as 
David summons aU to do, is not so common. When the 
Psalms are sung, for example, it is assumed that they 
are sufficiently understood — their spirit, and scope, and 
aspirationa If there be those in a congregation or a 
fstmilj to whom the passage! selected for praise has but 
little meaning, attempts are seldom made to instruct 
them; and- praise thus becomes too much a cold and 
heartless form. 

The present edition of our metrical version of the 
P^ms is intended to aid in remedying this defect. The 
excellent Matthew Henry^s remarks on the Psalms hav^ 
been published along with our version, apart from his 
general commentary. The same has been done with the 
well known David Dickson's "Annotations" on the 
Psalms ; and Brown of Haddington published an edition 
of our metre version, with similar remarks and a similar 
design. The difference, however, between the plan of 
these volumes and the present is this : The remarks or 
notes of Henry, Dickdon, and Brown, were printed at the 
commencement of each psalm, in the fonri of a heading, 
so that the connection between the explanation and the 
passage explained was not always manifest, and some 
pains were needed to connect them. In this edition, 
the explanatory notes, which have been prepared with a 
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^od deal of care, are placed in j^ ipargipal eplumn 
pppoQite the poiiion pf the psalm jbo whiqb the. explana- 
tions te{er, ^9 as to catch easily the hjtq, apd engage 
without effort the attention, of the wprsfaipper. Not, of 
course, th^t aQj deyiqe of this kind $ian of itself secure 
that '' singing with the undeirstanding *' jtQ "wiiiich Scsip- 
;tuna calls us. The heart myst })& toiiche4 a«i4 liaughli by 
the Spirit of God ere praise can be wha^ it oughtr-HBVW 
as we know that whereye^ the 3pjnif comas to i^vive 
the Ch^rches^ a reviyed spirit of paise fprfJiwith appears. 
Still, difficulties may be removed out pf ihe worshipper's 
path ; and to assist ii^ removing tl^^i i^ the design of 
this volume. 

|t has no^ been thought desirable to append iiotes 
partaking pf the chai^cter of fk cpmme^nta^. Those 
placed on the margin are simply designed to indicate, in 
the briefest manner, the subject with which the wor- 
shipper is engaged, or to suggest the spirit which it 
ought to call forth. The few other notes which occur 
ure explanatory of peculiarities in certain of the psalms 
' — as, for instance, the alphabetic psalrn^, and the psalms 
of degrees. 

A closing sentence may not be out of place respecting 
our metrical version, now so venerable for its age, and 
surrounded by so maiuy e&jdearing asaociationa That its 
versification is not seldom rugged — ^that it has little of 
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the mellifluous flow of some modem hymns — ^is readUy 
conceded. But, assuredly, what it lacks sometimes in 
smoothness it more than gains in a wonderfully close 
adherence to the very words of inspiration. It is, as it 
proffesses to be, a version of the Psalms, not a para- 
phraae. It bears internal marks of having been rendered 
directly from the Hebrew original And in some places 
where the reading differs slightly from that of our prose 
version, the metrical one would seem to be the more 
exact of the two. It ii^ay be added, that the occasional 
ruggedness is only felt in reading the Psalms — ^in aingmg 
them it becomes a matter very unimportant. 

May He "whose eye is on the truth," and with whom 
is " the residue of the Spirit," vouchsafe to accept and 
bless this attempt to advance his own glorious praise !
